TRIANGULAR TRACK MEET - 1964 


In 1963 the first Triangular Meet between the Island Prep 
Schools was held at Cliffside, Shawnigan Lake, and the event was 
such a success that it was decided to hold it annually. This year it 
was held at St. Michael’s, and we were fortunate enough in having 
a warm, sunny June afternoon. In the previous meet we were nar- 
rowly defeated by the host school (Cliffside 54, Glenlyon 514, St. 
Michael’s 234) and were determined to turn the tables this time in 
our favour. 


The Track Meet has two categories: Under 13 and under 11 
(on January 1st, 1964) and points are awarded as follows: Ist 5, 
2nd 3, 3rd 2, 4th 1. Each school entered two boys in each event, i.e. 
100 yds 220 yds high jump, long jump, 440 yds, cricketball throw, 
relay (4x110 yds under 11 and 4x220 yds under 13). As last year 
Cliffside were strong competitors, and the two schools battled fiercely 
in the early events. However, Glenlyon soon began to open a small 
lead, and steadily increased it as we swept the 440 yards and the 
cricketball throw, and in the end won easily, having 70 points to 
Cliffside’s 47 and 22 for St. Michael’s. It was a most exciting after- 
noon for the school, and the outcome certainly made the hours of 
practice feel worthwhile. Our special thanks to St. Michael’s for 
their gracious hospitality, good sportsmanship and an excellent tea 
at the conclusion of the day.

SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL 


When the sad news came that Sir Winston Churchill had died and that this 
funeral was to be held on Saturday 30th January, 1965, the Headmaster felt that 
the best way in which this great man could be remembered, would be to institute 
the Sir Winston Churchill Essay Competition. On Friday 29th January, following 
a short memorial service in the morning, the senior classes devoted the afternoon 
to writing the essay. Notes and book reference were permitted. The spirit wtth 
which the school tackled this work, when most of their contemporaries were on 
holiday, was in the highest Churchill tradition. We print here extracts from the 
essay of James Kennedy, who won the Form VI Churchill Essay Prize. 


Sir Winston Churchill is not gone. If ever in the history of 
human greatness there was a man more assured of immortality it 
is the man whose loss we mourn today. Does it really matter when 
he lived or to which country he owed allegiance? Men such as he was, 
are the property of no era; no nation—they are citizens of posterity. 
He was the rare example of a conqueror who could also accept defeat. 
Yet he never really accepted any setback; he would resist and strike 
back until the victory was his. 


That he lived in our time merely adds to our loss. However 
stories of his perserverance, resolution, and pure physical courage will 
surely live as long as the human race admires these qualities. He 
will be remembered as a man who could not be truly defeated by 
anything less than death. 


Men will think of Winston Churchill for his sense of humour 
as well. He had faults. His handling of important affairs was at times 
less than perfect. But armed with this sense of humour and peren- 
nial optimism, he was prevented from taking himself too seriously. 
He could laugh at his worst blunder and yet still vow to improve 
his actions. : 


That he sided with Democracy is merely fortunate. Whatever 
the goal, whatever the underlying ideas, or whatever the feelings 
of those around him, Churchill could inspire others and could convince 
them of the veracity of his beliefs. 


Sir Winston was more than a great leader — he was a great 
man. To him was given the rare power to mould circumstances. Be- 
cause he could not be vanquished, he was a great leader. Because he 
was honest with himself and with others, because his character was 
impeccable, and because he always placed the feelings of others 
foremost, he was a great human being. 


His interest were varied, including painting, and writing. 
Picasso once said, “He could live as a great painter,”’ and his SECOND 
WORLD WAR received a Nobel Prize. His conversation is well re- 
membered. Perhaps those who knew him best miss him most for 
they knew Churchill the wit, Churchill the conversationalist, or 
just Churchill the amiable dinner companion. There could be no 
disillusionment were one to meet him, for he was at least as great 
a man as he was a world statesman. The most apt comment on his 
own life he wrote when speaking of T. E. Lawrence; 


His name will live in history. 

It will live in the annals of war; 

It will live in the records of human endeavour. 
For I shall never see his like again.
